Items. 

—A plant thrives better where the air is 
“foul” with fertility. Malarious districts 
are often—and may we not say generally ’— 
the richest. Afterwards, when cultivation 
has progressed, they are lens fruitful, while 
the air is more healthy.

—Setting hens can be cured by putting 
water in a vessel to the depth of one inch, 
putting the hen into it, and covering the 
top of the vessel for about twenty-four 
hours. The vessel should be deep enough 
to allow the fowl to stand up. This is the 
best remedy I have ever tried. 

e—Flax seed occasionally given to horses 
or cattle, will make them shed their old 
hair—and whether old or young, soon pet 
sleek and fat.

Srickp Breer ms THE Inisu StyLe.—To 
a round weighing from twenty to twenty-five 
pounds, take a pint of salt, one ounce of 
saltpetre, two ounces of pepper, two ounces 
of clove s, one ounce of allspice, four oun es of 
brown sugar, all well pulverized, and mixed 
together; rub the round well with it, and lay 
it in asmall tub or vessel by itself. Turn 
and rub it once a day forten days. It will 
net injure if it remain a week longer in the 
spices, if it should not be convenient to bake 
it. When you wish to have it cooked, strew 
over the top of the round a small handful of 
suet Be particular to bind it tight round 
with a cord, or narrow strip of muslin, which 
must be wrapped several times round to 
keep it in shape; put it in a dutch-oven, and 
add three pints of water when it is first put 
down; keep water boiling in the tea-kettle, 
and add a little as it seems necessary, ob 
serving not to ad] too much, It will require 
a slow heat, and take four hours to bake 

This is a very fine standing dish, and will 
be good for three wecks after cooking. Keep 
the gravy that is left to pour over it to keep 
it most. 

CoTTaGre CHersre.—Put loppered milk in 
a kettle, and set it on the stove where it will 
heat gradually, until the curd all settles. Do 
not let it it get too hot, or the curd will be 
too hard, Then pour it into a thin cloth- 
strainer; hang it up and let it drain until 
sufficiently dry; then put it into a pan or 
other vessel; make it fine with the hands; 
add a little cream if you wish it in balls; or,

OysteR OmMELET.—Allow for every six 
large oysters or twelve small ones one egg. 
Remove the hard part, and mince the re- 
mainder of the oyster very fine; take, say, 
the yolks of eight and the white of four 
eggs, beat them until very light, then mix 
in the oysters with a little pepper, and beat 
all up thoroughly; put in the fryingpan a 
gill of butter, and move it about until it 
inelts; when the butter boils in the pan, 
skim it and turn in the omelet, stir it until 
it begins to stiffen, fry it a light brown, lift 
the edge carefully, and slip a round-pointed 
knife under; do not let it be overdone, but 
as soon as the under side is a light brown 
turn it on to avery hot plate; never fold 
this omelet over; it will make it heavy. If 
you want to brown it highly, you can holda 
red-hot shovel over it. 

PorreD Ox-TonGce, —Boil tender an un- 
smoked tongue of good flavor, and the fol- 
lowing day cut from it the quantity desired 
for potting, or take for this purpose the re- 
mains of one which has already been served 
at table, Trim off the skin and rind, weigh 
the meat, mince it very small, then pound it 
as fine as possible with four ounces of butter 
to each pound of tongue, 4 smal! teaspoon- 
ful of mace, half as much of nutmeg and 
cloves, and a tolerably high seasoning of ca- 
yenne, After the spices are wel! beaten 
with the meat, taste it, and add more if re- 
quired, 

Cuov Crov.—To one peck of green toma- 
toes add three good-sized onions; six pepper 
with the seeds taken out; chop together, 
and boil three minutes in three quarts of 
vinegar. Throw this vinegar away after 
straining. Then to three quarts of new 
vinegar, when scalding hot, add two cups of 
sugar, one cup of mixed mustard, one table- 
spoonful of cloves, one of allspice, two ¢ 
cinnamon, three of salt. Pour over the to- 
matoes hot. 
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
